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4. With DDO concerns out of the way the Staff seemed 

to be in a hurry to depart the building but wanted some 
quick comments out of the OS representatives. Based on a 
short give and take, it was determined that the draft was 
not attempting to outlaw use of the polygraph, page 18, 
paragraph (d) , nor would the use of cover be denied us, 
page 19, paragraph (g) , since this would be authorized in an 
Executive Order. John Elliff did make the point that it was 
their hope that the bill and the Executive Order would be 
complementary to one another in granting the Intelligence 
Community what it needec^t^lc^^^iob. Mr. Elliff did 
raise the question with to whether we would 

have any trouble using the FBI as our liaison to local 
police organizations in the face of a threat of violence to 
any CIA installations in the U. S. It was pointed out to 
him that many variables would be at issue and a definitive 
answer at this time would be difficult. 

5. Mr. Elliff stated that Staff members would be back 
to discuss this document further and he specifically allowed 
that much work needed to be done in the area of defining 
basic terminology. 
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
